A PRACTICAL INVESTIGATION. 
DariDg the past summer fifty men and 
women representing various [trades and 
all wage-wrrkets, went to Europe to in­ 
vestigate the condition of working peo­ 
ple in that part of the world. They took 
time to do their work w ell,having visited 
many ohief cities aDd inspected scores of 
manufacturing institutions. They made 
the visit one of special importance be­ 
cause they were not prejudiced against 
the wage system of any of the countries 
'hey visited. They eonght for informa­ 
tion regarding the condition of labonr g 
people, for faots pertaining 
to their 
wages, and they obtained all they de­ 
sired. 
The leaders of this interesting party of 
American working people, was asked in 
New Yolk, what he had learned while on 
his trip abroad, and speaking with intel • 
ligence 
and understanding, he said; 
“ Almost every trade was representsd in 
our party, and ti ey examined carefully 
the products and machinery of the old 
country. It was obseived that the ma- 
oLintry was cumbersome, lacking the 
completeness that is seen in our country. 
It was fc-urd that the wages aie on an 
average 33 per cent lower than in Amer­ 
ica 
Among the fifty working repre­ 
sentatives was an engineer from Illinois, 
and on bis return he said that the en- 
giieers of Europe were not getting more 
than fifty per cent of the wages paid to 
engineers in the United States. 
The readers of the Gaz3tte will prob­ 
ably remember that in the summer of 
1883 a large delegation of mechanics 
and manufacturers visited Europe for 
various reasons, 6ome for pleasure, others 
on hnsiness, and still others to investi­ 
gate the condition of working people. 
These visits were not intended to have 
any influence on the election, for the 
party was made up of both republicans 
and democrats. Ihey did not go in a 
crowd, neither were 
they acquainted 
with each other, as a rule. On one of 
the steamers which 
brought 
many 
Americans from Europe were a large 
number of these mechanics and manu­ 
facturers, and on investigation it was 
found that in all the vessel there was 
not one that refused to endorse the re­ 
publican system of protection. Seeing 
in Europe had convinced them that the 
only salvation for working people was 
home protection. 


The New York World is shocked at 
Minister Whitelaw Reid’s suggestion 
that many of the Paris exposition build­ 
ings .might be taken down, shipped 
across the Atlantic to New York, and 
utilized for our exposition in 1892. “Why 
ahon' l we meanly save money in this 
enterprise,” asks the indignant World, 
“by buying the second baud product of 
foreign pauper labor?” Well, well, here 
is a democratic paper, aad a free trade 
one at that crying for protects)u! 
What 
is the matter ? At our last campaign the 
World labored with tireless zeal and rare 
ability to make its readers believe that 
workingmen here could be made rich by 
bringing European panper-made goods 
to this country. 
The World and other 
democratic papers seem to have a special 
biking for the second-hand product of 
foreign paupers, then why object to the 
Paris buildings coming here ? 


The unveiling of the Grant monument 
at Fort Leavenworth is an event in whioh 
the entire nation is interested. The mem­ 
ory of Grant will always be cherished in 
the heart of the American people, bis 
name spoken with pride and bis deeds 
recalled with a thrill of patriotism. The 
monuments to his memory are all too 
few, and in the magnificent mom! at 
Fort Leavenworth the people of the 
southwest have not alone honored the 
dead general, but themselves.

D es M o in e s, la ., Sept. 16.—The bi­ 
ennial report of the warden of the Fort 
Madison penitentiary was filed with the 
governor to-day. 
It makes a surprising 
showing of the decrease in prison popu­ 
lation in this state. 
There is some con­ 
tract labor carried on at Fort Madison to 
keep the prisoners busy, but it was found 
last year that the number of convicts was 
falling off so fast that there were not men 
enough to keep the contracts going, so 
thirty-two connties from northwestern 
Iowa were added to the district tributary 
to Fort Madison, giving it seventy-six 
out of the ninety-nine counties in the 
state, and yet with this large district to 
draw from there are now but 380 pnsou- 
trs in the penitentiary at Fort Madison. 
This dispatch appeared in several pa­ 
pers in Illinois and Wisconsin, and is 
quite significant. 
H is claimed by the 
friends of temperance that the decrease 
in the number of convicts in the Fort 
Madison 
pen Antiar y 
is 
due 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
orime 
resulting 
from 
drunkenness is 
rapidly 
de­ 
creasing in Iowa. There is mach rea­ 
son for this argument. 
There hea been 
a surprising decrease in drunkenness in 
all the principal oities of the state dor 
mg the past five years. There are no 
saloons in the interior of the state, ar d 
places where liquor is sold in the river 
towns and cities rre lrrgely shorn of their 
onmc -producing power. This condition 
of things is fall of promise for Iowa 
The decrease in the number of convicts, 
means the lessening of crime, a better 
stat 3 of morals and better homes. When 
a law does all this, it demands the en­ 
thusiastic support of all true and intelli­ 
gent citizens.

Absolutely the latest im portation from 
England established herself recently on 
upper Broadway, New York. 
She is a 
tall and rather hard-featured woman from 
Manchester, who displays the extraordi­ 
nary sign on the door of her Gat, “ Disci­ 
plinarian of Children. ” 
Her sister estab­ 
lished the particular “ profession” which 
she follows in London w eary two years 
age, and it, is now transplanted to New 
York. 
The mothers and fathers of fami­ 
lies will probably Le able to judge whether 
the idea is worth encouraging or not. 
“ My sister,” said the Manchester wo­ 
man who has established herself here, 
realizing that the m ajority of mothers 
love their children too much to punish 
them severely, conceived tho idea of set­ 
ting herself up as a public disciplinarian. 
She is a woman of great force of charac­ 
ter and unerring judgm ent in m atters 
concerning children, nnd she had exten­ 
sive experience as a visiting nurse before 
adopting her present business. 
It is her 
idea th at children are more severely pun­ 
ished when they are frightened 
than 
through any physical means. 
To slap a 
child in the heat of passion while the child 
is excited and unruly does not have half 
as salutary an effect as the more m a­ 
ture and considered punishment in a dark 
wardrobe or sending the little one to bed 
without supper. 
Better than this is to 
threaten tho child with a visit to the buga­ 
boo. 
The dread of the arrival of this 
awful personage will act as an incentive 
to good conduct with the most fractious 
children in the world. My sister is a buga­ 
boo, and th at is about what I am. 
The 
fee in England for visiting a house or dis­ 
ciplining tho children is 2 shillings. 
This 
involves medical advice drawn from the 
fund of considerable experience in the 
world, besides whatever suggestions the 
condition of things m ay naturally lead up 
to.

The syndicate owned between 
10,000 and 15,000 Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton shares. 
Theodore M. Nevins, tho cashier of Ives 
& Co., told of how a t tho time of the in 
crease of stock Ives went to witness' desk 
and wrote down a list of the unsubscribed 
stock, amounting to 700 shares, and told 
him to credit the road with the same, 
although ho had never received any money 
on account.

W ashington, 
S ept 
18. — Henry L, 
\ Has, secrettary of the legation at Buonos 
Ayres, has furnished the departm ent of 
state a table showing the receipts and ex­ 
penses for 1888 of the various railway 
lines in the Argentine Republice. The cap­ 
ital of the corporations aggregate $220, - 
746,217; the gross earnings were $26,626,- 
707; expenses, $15,529,903; net earnings, 
$10,996,714. 
The rate of dividends paid 
ranged from 0.26 per cont to 12.85 per 
cent, the average being 5.Q per cent The 
number of passengers carried was 9,681,- 
233; tons of freight, 8, 986,534. 


D ecision in Favojr off an Iow a R ailroad* 
W ashington, S ep t 18.—The Secretary 
of the Interior bks rendered a decision 
holding th at the loVfa1 Railroad Land com­ 
pany, successors to tho Cedar Rapids & 
Missouri Riverf railroad company, is en­ 
titled to. select lands lying within the in­ 
demnity limits of the old located, but un­ 
in stru cted , 
line of road east of Cedar 
Rapids in lieu of lands lost in place opposite 
the constructed portion of the road west 
of the city. 
This reverses a previous 
decision of che land office. 


Sin k in g F und R eq u irem en ts. 
W a s h in g to n , Sept. 18.—The estimated 
requirem ents of tho sinking fund for tho 
present fiscal year are $48,000,000.

Its In creasin g U se as a M otive P ow er for 
T ram w ays. 
The use of compressed air a3 a motive 
power for tram w ays in France is extend 
ing. 
The system adopted is that invented 
by M. Mekarski, director of the Nantes 
tram ways, which have been open since 
1879. 
Two years ago the system was suc­ 
cessfully applied on the tram ways at No- 
gent, in the neighborhood of Baris, and 
more recently ou those of Berne and 
Limoges. 
This year it will be substituted 
for horse power on the tram ways of 
Lyons. 
The inventor asserts th at his sys­ 
tem is fa r more economical than horse 
trac tion—the cost of coal per day of a 
machine 
equal 
to 
eight 
or 
ten 
horse power being only 4s—much cheaper 
than electricity or steam power, and that 
the machinery is simply and does not re­ 
quire a skilled mechanic to control it. 
The British consul at Nantes, in a recent 
report, 
states 
th at 
“ tram ways 
of 
th at town,” which are worked by the sys 
tem of M. Mekarski, alluded to above, 
continue to give satisfaction. 
The cars 
are comfortable and run smoothly with lit 
tie noise. 
They do not interfere with the 
ganeral traffic in the streets, and their im­ 
munity from accidents is 
remarkable. 
The average speed Is about eight miles per 
hour; but it can bo easily increased or 
moderated, and in case of need an almost 
instantaneous stoppage effected.” 


P R E S E R V IN G C U T 
FL O W E R S. 


Two M ethods by W h ich T hey can be 
Safely P acked for T ransportation. 
There is much discussion a t present as to 
how flowers can be preserved to send to 
faraway people. 
TV hen it is desirable to 
send floral souvenirs there is much chagrin 
th at the perfumed beauties arrived in a 
mashed, dilapidated and discolored condi­ 
tion at their objective point. 
This can 
easily be rectified by a little care and a t­ 
tention. 
The best way is to pack the 
flowers in ice. 
This is a sure preservative, 
especially if a little salt is sprinkled over 
the crystalline surface. 
Another mode in which flowers are sent 
in complete preservation, even (and It is 
frequently done) to Europe, is to pack 
them closely in tin cans, covering the 
stems with moist cotton. 
Over all a layer 
of wet cotton is placed. 
At the end of the 
sea voyage tho buds and flowers will he 
found fresh and fragrant as at the begin­ 
ning. 
To keep flowers bright from day to 
day—th at is, cut flowers—is is only neces­ 
sary to sprinkle with water, place the stems 
deep in moisture, and, if necessary, put a 
light layer of cotton over them. 
Flowers 
can bo made to last a long time if careful­ 
ly watched, hut they require tho delicate 
nature of an experienced lover of blos­ 
soms.

T hom as Ja ck so n R eceiv es F a ta l Inj arles 
F rom E d A hern. 
St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 18.—A fatal prize 
fight occurred here last n ig h t 
Eleven 
rounds were fought between Ed Ahern and 
Thomas Jackson, and the latter, who was an 
amateur, received injuries which caused 
his death th a morning. 
These who witnessed the fight say that it 
was one of the most brutal and gory affaire 
that ever occurred In Missouri. 
Blood 
flowed freely after the third round, and, 
although Jackson was a whipped man in the 
fourth round, he persisted In standing up 
before his opponent. 
Ho was knocked down repeatedly by 
Ahern. 
Both men fell under the ropes 
several times. 
The flooring of the stage 
was covered with blood, and was so slip 
pery that the men could not stand up. 
The spectators who stood near the ropes 
were bespattered with blood. 
Every time 
Ahern would hit Jackson in the face after 
the sixth round the red fluid would spatter 
in all directions. 
No arrests have been made, but it is said 
th a t w arrants are out for all who saw the 
disgusting sight. 
When the time keepers called time for 
the twelfth round Jackson was put on his 
feet by his seconds and started forw ard 
toward the center of the ring. 
He had 
hardly taken a step when he fell back into 
the arms of his seconds unconscious, and 
tho desperate aud sanguinary contest was 
a t an end. 
Jackson was conveyed to an upper room 
in tho saloon, where he died in awful 
agony. 
His mother, 
Mrs. 
George M 
Jackson, wife of the well-known Green- 
backer, was at his bedside when he died. 
The young m an’s body was taken to the 
morgue. 
Its appearance is most horrible. 
The lips hang in shreds, as though cut by 
the man's teeth a t every blow he received, 
and form a bloody fringe through which 
the reddened teeth show ghastly. His face 
is one livid mass of battered human flosb, 
black and blue and terribly swollen. 
Detectives were a t once detailed to ar 
rest principals, seconds, etc., and specta­ 
tors. 
Ed Ahern, the surviving principal, 
was found nnd lodged in jail. 
He seems 
to be proud of the game fight he made, 
but asserts th at Jackson must have had 
heart di ease, as be did not hit him hard 
enough to kill him. 
Later in the day Dan and Jack Daly, 
proprietors of the salocn where the fight 
occurred, Mike Mooney, one of the seconds. 
Abe Quincy and Stephen A. Malley, time­ 
keepers, were captured, and several more 
will likely be behind the bars within a few 
nours.

A large, sunny room should be selected 
for the invalid; if without a carpet so 
much the better. 
Sunshine as a disinfect­ 
ant is worth bushels of chloride of lime. 
The bed linen should be changed at least 
once in three days; the blankets once a 
week, those that have been removed being 
bung in the open air for a few hours, then 
thoroughly aired in a warm room. 
The ro(m should be kept thoroughly 
ventilated and at a temperature notjlower 
than 68 degrees nor higher than 70 de­ 
grees. 
If the patient is kept warm air 
may be freely admitted without the least 
danger. 
The carpet of a sick room should be 
lightly brushed oncefa day with a wetted 
broom. 
The furniture and woodwork 
should be wiped with a damp cloth. 
Dry 
dusters and feather brushes are worse than 
useless. 
The cross sheet should invariably be kept 
freee from crumbs and wrinkle^ as these 
are a frequent cause of bed sores. 
When­ 
ever the least redness shows on the pa­ 
tient’s body the skin must at once be 
bathed with alcohol, thoroughly dried and 
dusted with powdered oxide of zinc. 
A sheet folded lengthwise, laid across 
the bed, with the upper edge just touch­ 
ing the pillows and the ends tightly tucked 
under the mattresses, will be found to act 
greatly to the patient’s comfort. 
It does 
not wrinkle like a single sheet, and crumbs 
may be readily brushed off it. 
The nurse’s dress should invariably be 
neat, tasteful, and pretty. 
Slippers or 
boots of felt should be worn. 
To be con­ 
tinually smoothing the bed, pestering the 
patient with sympathy, and saying a 
dozen times an hour, “How do you feel 
now?” is enough to drive a sick person 
wild. 
Meals for invalids should look as tempt­ 
ing as- possible. 
The tray should be 
covered with the whitest napkin, and the 
silver, glass, and china should shine with 
cleanliness. 
The patient should not be 
disgusted by a display of too much food, 
and should not be consulted beforehand as 
to what he Will eat or drink. 
In bathing the invalid should never 
uncover too large a surface at once. 
Pin 
a blanket round the shoulders, fastening it 
behind, and remove the night dress under 
that. 
Put the hand under tne blanket and 
sponge the skin, a small portion at a time. 
A woman’s hair should be combed every 
day if she is able to bear tho fatigue. 
If 
it has become tangled a little sweet oil will 
loosen it. 
Household troubles should be kept far 
from the sick room. 
Vbove all an invalid 
or an apparent con' 
.scent should be 
saved from his friends. 
One garrulous ac­ 
quaintance may in half an hour undo the 
good of a week Of tender nursing.
